M, MAISKY’S ESTIMATE 
OF LOSSES — 


M MAISKY, Soviet Ambas- 
s sador, stated yesterday 
that, at a erate estimate, 
erman losses in the East were 
some 3,000,000 killed, wounded 
and missing, and in three 
months about 8,500 "planes had 
n destroyed. About one- 
third of the whole German Army 
was now hors de combat. 


The Ambassador, who was speaking 
at an American Chamber of Commerce 
luncheon in London, appealed to all 
freedom-loving nations to help Russia 
in replenishing her war materials. 
“ World domination,’”’ he said, ‘‘ was 
Hitler’s aim, and that was why Hit- 
lez was the enemy of all peoples, in- 
cluding even the Germans them- 
selves.”’ 

The Soviet people would fight to 
the last drop of blood against that 
philosophy. During the past three 
months the Soviet had had to shoulder 
the -brunt of the struggle, but her 
people were not fighting for themselves 
alone—they were fightin for the free- 
dom and security of other nations. 

Many amateur strategists talked 
glibly about the weather, the rain and 
the snow. They talked about General 
Winter and General Mud, who, in 
their opinion, should ha e a decisive 
influence. That, said M. Maisky, 
was a dangerous complacency that 
tended to look on the war through 
rose coloured glasses. 


GERMAN WAR MACHINE 


STILL STRONG 


Facts had’ proved that the German 
war machine was still strong, and, as 
a result, Russia was passing through 
a tense and difficult situation. There 
was no use shutting their eyes to the 
reality of the situation. The Soviet 


ever unpleasant they might be, There 
was no doubt that the original Hitler 
ta had been upset; that the Blitz- 
trieg had failed miserably, and that 
German losses in men and materials 
in the East were colossal. The losses 
announced a few days ago by the Ger- 
man High Command could be con- 
sidered as utterly ridiculous. 

Concerning weather conditions, M. 
Maisky said that with the modern 
technique of war these factors had 
been considerably ' minimised, and, 
perhaps, by now General Winter had 
been reduced to Colonel Winter and 
General Mud to Major, or Lieutenant. 
The war on the Eastern Front would 
not be at a standstill, either in the 
autumn or the winter, and the Soviet 
people did not base their views on 
such a doubtful calculation. 


APPEAL FOR ARMS 


While Germany would get nothing 
from the territory she occupied, the 
productive capacity of the Soviet was, 
to a certain extent, diminished. It 
was at this juncture that the other 
freedom-loving countries must step into 
the breach. Russia needed their co- 
operation—a. co-operation which could 
find expression in many ways, so far 
as the United States was concerned, 
and more particularly in the speedy 
supply of arms. The Soviet people 
had the right to expect that co-opera- 
tion, as they were fighting, all of them 
—men, women, and even children 
—heroically, not only for themselves, 
not only for their fatherland, but also 
for the freedom and security of other 
countries.

FOODSTUFFS BY 
POST 


PARCELS SENT ABROAD 
MAY BE STOPPED 


Following the total prohibition of 
trafic in foodstuffs, even in small 
quantities, across the Northern Ireland 
border, gift parcels of foodstuffs sent 
out of this country through the post 


during the last couple of days. 
Should the despatch of foodstuffs 
through the post reach undesirable 
dimensions, the Government, who are 
at present considering the possibility, 
will extend the prohibition, thereby 
preventing the export of any foodstuffs 
from the country through any channel 
whatever. 

It is understood that an official 
statement on the position will be made 
in a very short time. 

So far as butter and bacon, the two 
commodities mainly affected, are con- 
cerned. there is sufficient to meet all 
immediate needs, it was stated in a 
semi-official quarter yesterday. The 
Government naturally is concerned at 
the large quantities of butter leaving 
the country, and feel that if it con- 
tinued there might be a shortage during 
the winter. Butter has been going out 
in very large quantities. Boxes of it 
have been sent through the post; and 
it is feared that in consequence of the 
suppression of the illicit traffic on the 
Border, the concessions which enable 
gift parcels to be sent to relatives and 


riends in England similarly may be 
abused. 

" A postal official told an /rish Times 
reporter that the traffic in parcels of 
foodstuffs had reached enormous 
dimensions. ‘‘There are hundreds of 
them every day,” he said, “and in 
the last couple of days there has been

LINER REPORTED 


QUOTA SOUGHT 
FAT ANIMALS WILL 


DETERIORATE 


U Ni ESSa tiausáiaiy 
arger quota of fat cattle 
is allowed into Great Britain, 
the hundreds of thousands 
fat cattle, all of which are at 
present in excellent condition, 
and which are held up in this 
country by export restrictions, 
will be stores by November. 


This is the belief of four of the 
leading members of the Iwish catt'e 
trade interviewed by an /rish T'imes 
reporter oi É They are :—Mr. 
Charlss Ross, Chairman of the Fat 
Stock Exporters of Ireland Associa- 
tion; Mr. Edward A, Counihan, Trea- 
surer; Mr. John Foley, Secretary, and 


1 Mr. Edward Doyle, a member of the 


Council. 

The effects of the restrictions are 
felt by the small man, as well.as by 
the big buyers and shippers, who, in 
normal times, attend the country fairs 
to buy store cattle. At present, how- 
ever, they have more cattle on their 
hands than they can export, and con- 
sequently the country fairs are heing 
ignored to such an extent that the 
sma: farmer is not even bothering to 
attend, for he knows that there will be 
no purchasers. Especially hard hit will 
be the farmers who usually sell their 
stock at the big October fairs, such 
as those at Tuam and Ballinasloe. 

‘‘Yesterday there was not a beef 
beast to be had at Navan fair, 
although 1 could have obtained 
hundreds had 1 gone around to the 
lands of the local farmers,” said war. 
Foley. 


THIRTY LICENCES 


Shippers are restricted to five 
licences a week until they have re- 
ceived a total of thirty in the season. 
After this they are stewed no more. 

“This is all right for the man who 
has only five cattle to .aport,’’ pro- 
tested Mr. Counihan, ' but for men 
lixe us who have around five hundred 
which we want to send over, it repre- 
sents a percentage which could be de- 
scribed only as microscopic.’’ 

One of the main objections to the 
increase of the quota is that at present 
there are only two ports open to Irish 
cattle, and the abattoirs at both of these 
are now working to capacity. This diffi- 
culty could be surmounted, however, 
if the British Government would allow 
cattle to go to Manchester and Liverpool. 
There is practically unlimited abattoir 
accommodation, both at the Stanley 
Market, Live |, and at Waterstreet 
Market, Manchester. 

““In addition,” said Mr. Ross, ‘‘ to 
obviate any risk of infection, cattle 
could be moved to Liverpool and Man- 
chester in sealed wagons—as was done 
during the last outbreak of foot-and- 
mouth in 1812 and 1913.”’ 


LOSE CONDITION 


At present Ireland’s fat cattle 
population is phenomenally high, and 
the vast majority of these cattle are 
in excellent condition. As the season 
advances, however, and particularly 
once the montirof October is in, they 
will lose condition, and their value 
will depreciate very considerably. 

Mr. Ross, who some short time ago 
was a member of a deputation who 
discussed the situation with feeders in 
Britain, assured our reporter. that 
dealers and cattlemen in that country 
would welcome any proposal to in- 
‘orease the quota. 

“ All that is needed now,” he said, 
“is an increase in the export quota, 
and if this can be obtained the enor- 
mous reserve of food which woul! 
otherwise be wasted will be placed at 
th» disposal of the British peopie.”’ 
Mr. ss and his colleagues crit’- 
cise also the present system of licens- 
ing, and want to know why the ship- 
pers and producers should not have a 
voice in the distribution of licences 
which at present is solely in the hands 
of thirty-one registered salesmasters. 
This system, he claims, entails an ad- 
ditional expense of from one pound 
to thirty shillings per head of cattle, 
for cattlemen now have to pay market 
tolls, droving expenses and commis- 
sion. 


EXTRA TRANSPORT 


“The condition of our cattle is 
affected,” he said, ‘‘for, instead of 
sending them directly from our farms 
to the North Wall, we have to send 
them to the markets, where they must 
remain overnight in wagons before 
being dealt with next day. Then 
they have to face the journey to the 
North Wall, and the result of all 
these comings and goings and waitings 
is that the cattle, on an average, lose 
four stone a head, and are conse- 
quently less valuable. Only yesterday 
a shipper reported that his cattle had 
lost six stone, but this must be re- 
garded as an exceptional case.” 

‘Although the market has been 
open now for two months,” said Mr. 


yle, “I have. received only two 
licences, or the equivalent of ten 
cattle. We, the shippers and pro- 


ducers, should have a voice in the 
distribution of licences, for we created 
the licences and are producing the 
beef.”’

FAMOUS GREYHOUND 
TRAINER DEAD 


Joe Harmon, the leading trainer at 
Wimbledon Stadium, and one of the most 
successful greyhound trainers in Great Bri 
tain, died yesterday, following a seizure 
last Saturday. Harmon had headed the list 
of winning trginers at Wimbledon since 
1938. He was the first trainer of racing 
greyhounds to arrive in London in 19927, 
when the sport started at the White City, 
and won the first Greyhound Derby with 
Mr. Fdwin Baxter’s Eniry Badge. He 
transferred to Wimbledon in 1934, and in 
1938 his dogs won £12,600, the record for 
any greyhound trainer.

The Cattle Trade 

Great Britain is short of meat, and 
Ireland is ovér-full of cattle. It would 
seem to be the simplest and most logical 
thing in the world to transfer the surplus 
cattle from this side of the Channel to the 
other; yet Great Britain’s consumers 
remain short of meat, and [Ireland's 
farmers remain steeped in gloom. This 
paradoxical condition is the result of the 
epidemic of foot-and-mouth disease, 
during which all exports from the twenty- 
six counties to Great Britain were banned. 
Since the decline of the epidemic these 
British restrictions have been relaxed to 
such an extent that 6,000 cattle may be 
exported weekly ; but this number is tiny 
in comparison with the number of cattle 
in the country, or with the norma] quota 
that used to cross the Channel. According 
to four leading members of the cattle 
trade,who were questioned by this news- 
paper yesterday, the situation is parlous. 
All, or virtually al], of the cattle are in 
excellent condition at present, but, unless 
considerably more of them are permitted 
to enter Great Britain, they are bound to 
degenerate into ‘‘stores’’ by November. 
The country and smaller-town fairs are 
almost out of business: the buyers do not 
need to attend them, because they can fill 
the quota equally well at Dublin, and the 
farmers in their vicinity are not taking 
the trouble even to attend. The difficulty 
is largely one of accommodation. As 
matters are to-day, only two British ports, 
Birkenhead and Glasgow, are open for the 
reception of cattle from the twenty-six 
counties, and the abattoirs at both of 
those ports are working to full capacity. 
If Holyhead likewise could be opened, 
another two hundred beasts could be sent 
across daily. The British Food Control, 
as wo gather, is not reluctant to take more 
cattle. It is, maturally, chary of any 
lingering danger that a diseased beast 
might escape the inspectors’ notice, and 
is thoroughly aware that one district of 
the twenty-six counties has not yet received 
a clean bill of health; but the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is taking good care cf 
this area, and the danger of any evasion is 
negligible. There is no doubt about Great 
Britain’s readiness to obtain fresh meat: 
even the cross-Channel farmers would 
welcome an increase of the Irish quota. 
Both the National Farmers’ Union and 
the Scottish Farmers’ Union only a few 


| weeks ago assured an Irmh deputation of 


their willingness to press for a removal of 
the restrictions. 

Negotiations with Great Britain, said 
the Minister for Agriculture in Dail 
Eireann the other day, are “ practically 
continuous.’’ We can only hope that they 
will end in satisfaction—to both sides. 
There is no doubt either that Britain’s 
supply of fresh meat is short, or that the 
efforts of the Irish farmers could extend 
it quite substantially. There is no doubt, 
on the other hand, that the present 
restrictions entail, and will continue to 
entail, severe hardship for the farmers of 
this country, both large and small. It is 
argued that a different system for the 
distribution of export licences would help 
to ease matters ; but that is not a question 
on whith we are qualified to pass judg- 
nent. The certainty is that nothing 
beyond a large increase of the quota will 
bring any lasting relief. Even then the 
farmers will not be out of the wood. The 
British Food Control shows ho sign of any 
disposition to relax its embargo upon the 
import of Irish ‘‘ stores ’’—that is to say, 
cattle which must be fattened before they 
can be killed for beef—for the sound 
reason that Britain is dangerously short 
of feeding-stuffs. It will accept only fat 
cattle, which “must be fattened at the 
Irish farmer's expense, Many a farmer 
must look back to the palmy days of the 
last Great War, when the British could 
not obtain enough of his beasts, or obtain 
them quickly enough; but there is "no 
point in regrets. The first essential is to 
persevere with the negotiations in London, 
with the hope of recovering the old quota, 
or even a greater quota—something more 
proportionate to the United Kingdom’s 
real needs. The second is to evolve every 
practical means for the disposal of this 
country’s surplus cattle. Surely more can 
be done with the cooked and tinned meat 
trade, both at home and with Great 
Britain. If not, it begins fo look as if Mr. 
de Valera’s policy of tillage will derive a 
new impetus from the fact that grasing 
lands will cease to be worth anything. 


: Bulgaria’s Plight 

The news that King Boris of Buigaria 
is to pay a visit to Herr Hitler has set 
all the political gossips agog. For some 
time past rumour has been busy with the 
possibility of a German attack on Soviet 
Russia via the Black Sea, and the recent 
note of protest which was sent from 
Moscow to the Bulgarian Government 
indicated that Monsieur Stalin and. his 
colleagues were suspicious of German 
activities in Sofia. Now it is stated with 
authority that the relations between 
Russia and Bulgaria are “ very strained.’’ 
The Bulgars traditionally are Russophil ; 
but since Germany established her political 
influence in the Balken Peninsula, and 
particularly since Rumania became a kind 
of honorary member of the “ Axis” 
group, the Bulgarian Government has 
been working in fairly close co-operation 
with Berlin. It is reported now that 
“ active military preparations ’’ are being 


‘made in Bulgaria. The Germans, it seems, 
have taken over effective control of the 
railway system; mobilisation has been in 


progress for some time, and all the avail- 


able evidence points to an éarly crisis. 
There are two schools of thought regarding 


possible developments in this part of the 
world. One takes the view that the 
Germans will make a direct attack on 


the Caucasus by sea in order to prepare 
the way for General von Runstadt’s 
thrust through the Ukraine. The other 
professes to believe that the attack will

The events of the next few weeks in 
South-Eastern Europe will be watched 
with much interest. - Manifestly, the 
Germans are determined to gain possession 
of the rich oilfields of the Caucasus before 
the onset of winter. The report that their 
troops have reached the Sea of Azov 
suggests that they are losing no unneces- 
sary time; and, if they can launch a 
simultaneous attack from the sea, their 
task will be simplified. Such an under- 
taking would involve grave risks for the 
Germans; but Herr Hitler never has 
hesitated to take a chance, even against 
the advice of the professional soldiers, and 
so far he has made remarkably few 
mistakes. The Russian Fleet is supreme 
in the Black Sea. Bulgaria’s’ naval 
establishment is almost negligible, and, 
while the Germans may have been able to 
assemble a formidable fleet of small craft 
at the mouth of the Danube, the transport 
of substantial numbers of troops from 
Varna or Burgas to the Russian coast 
would be fraught with serious dangers. 
Furthermore, the British have had time 
during recent months to consolidate their 
military position not only in Syria, but. 
also in Iraq, and, during the last few 
weeks, in Iran, where they have joined 
forces with the Russians. They must have 
quite a respectable army in the Middle 
East, with reasonably easy communica- 
tions; and, if fighting should spread to 
that area, they ought to be able to give 
a good account of themselves. Now that 
Kiev has fallen into German hands, it 
seems to be more and more probable that 
the Germans will wait until the spring 
before they make a final drive towards 
Moscow. Even Leningrad may hold out 
until next year; and, unless the, Germans 
are prepared to remain inactive through- 
out the winter—a most unlikely assump 
tion—they must make a | gá in the 
gouth, where the weather will favour 
offensive operations. In these circum- 
stances, therefore, events in Bulgaria 
have begun to assume a new importance. 
The Bulgars have had an unhappy history 
since the days of the first Balkan war 
thirty odd years ago. Once again their 
fate is in the melting-pot, and their

Two-Piece Suits 


According to our London Correspondent, 
the two-piece suit, consisting of trousers 
and jacket, is growing in popularity. By 
dispensing with a waistcoat the English- 
man can save five clothing coupons, which 
may be devoted to the purchase of ties, 
shirts, socks or other garments. As a 
matter of fact, during the summer months 
Waistcoats are not worn to any great 
extent in Dublin, where there is no 
clothes rationing problem. Sports coats 
and flannels constitute a popular style, 
but even those who cling to more formal 
attire do without waistcoats on very warm 
days. The two-piece style may suffer a 
set-back when winter comes, for it is 
doubtful if the pullover is as warm as a 
waistcoat, notwithstanding the claims 
made for it by the two-piece advocates. 
Apart altogether from its warmth, how- 
ever, the waistcoat is as useful a garment 
as ever was invented. Its purpose may 
have been chiefly ornamental in the days 
before fountain-pens became an essential 
part of the business-man’s equipment. 
Charles II., who is reputed to have 
brought the style of the separate coat and 
vest from France to England, was more 
concerned about the lace on the cuffs of 
the decorative garment, which was the 
waistcoat’s direct ancestor, than he was 
about discovering\a convenient pocket for 
his pencil-sharpener or piece of india- 
rubber. Modern man carries as much as 
would fill a small attaché case in his 
pockets, what with pipe, pouch and 
matches, wallet, handkerchief, diary, 
watch and chain, pens and pencils, knife, 
keys and other odds and ends. When he 
chooses to travel abroad withont a waist- 
coat it means that he must leave a great 
deal of the junk which he regards as 
essential mercantile equipment at home 
or else inflict a severe strain upon the 
pockets of his trousers and jacket. No 
wonder the really smart and efficient 
business-man never ventures into the city 
in sports coat and flannels. The two-piece 
champions will have to invent a jacket 
with a supplementary supply of pockets 


before they win over such powerful 
interests. Even the less influential 
interests which may be willing to 


compromise with a pullover substitute 
probably will want to wear a waistcoat 
as well when the cold winds start to 
blow,

SOLDIERS’ AND L.D-F. 


COMFORTS FUND 
APPEAL FOR KNITTERS 


AND BOOKS 


Thousands of woollen socks, scarves, 
‘‘Balaclava’’ knitted helmets and pullovers 
will be worn this winter by soldiers and 
members of the Local Defence Force through- 
out the country. They are being collected 
and distributed by the members of the 
Soldiers’. and L..D.¥. Comforts Fund, which 
has offices in Portobello Barracks. The com- 
mittee arranges for the knitting of the 
article, buys wool, and sends wool and in- 
structions to volunteer knitters in the twenty- 
six counties. 

At the moment the committee are. very 
short of magazines, socks and wool. They 
distribute thousands of books, keeping them 
circulating from post to post in different- 
sized lots, so that soldiers always can have 
something new to read. Detective novels 
and magazines are most favoured by the 
soldiers, “and the number of magazines in 
stock is very small. 

Socks are supplied to the unemployed 
members of the PDF. of which there is a 
large number in Dublin, and the committee 
is in need of these articles and of knitters 
who will produce them. Donations of wool 
also will be welcome. Last winter the com- 
mittee distributed 2,500 woollen helmets and 
4,000 scarves, as well as large numbers of 
socks and pullovers. A donation of ten port- 
able wireless sets was particularly welcome, 
and it is hoped that others may be received. 
People who wish to knit for the committee 
will have wool 'and instructions sent to them 
by post if they supply names and addresses. 

In order to raise funds the committee has 
worked hard arranging variety concerts, 
whist and bridge drives, and other functions 
in Dublin, and sub-committees in other towns 
have been able to rajse money by similar 
means. Most ef this is spent on wool, but 
some goes to buy books which have been 
discarded by the public libraries. ín 
numbers of books have been sent in by 
individuals, and it, is hoped that similar gifts, 
especially of magazines, will be sent in the 
future.

GATE. THEATRE 
**HEDDA GABLER '" 


The reason why ‘“ Hedda Gabler’’ is so 
seldom seen anywhere nowadays is, perhaps, 
simply that it is not one of the best of 
Ibsen's plays. It gives A ony part to the 
actress who hag to play Hedda, while all the 
time it makes it too hard for her to play it 
well. One wonders is it just the slow, Vic- 
torian pace of ite scenes which do not match 
the tempest of evil that is in her, and that 
here, for once, the genius of Ibsen did not 
reach out to interpret a character for all 
time. Hedda Gabler seems to remain some- 
one belonging to nineteenth century fiction; 
she stays in that period, and keeps the play 
there with her. The subtleties of the 
character—and it looks all the time as if 
these subtleties were imposed on her—almost 
defy interpretation; we find it too hard to 
believe that she is a human being. 

It seems as if Ibsen set out to interpret 
all womankind through the medidm of the 
Victorian woman, caught her torn, as 
he himself was, between two ways of taking 
life—the way of assertion or the way of re- 
nunciation. He saw her curious about a 
side of life which, by the codes of the time, 
was forbidden her, and, by frustration, made 
envious, mean, insolent and a hypocrite. All 
the time she wants to do the things for 
which she hag not the courage, and her 
cowardice makes of her a cruel bully. Hedda 
Gabler tries to convince us of her desire for 
the beautiful, while she tramples on all that 
is noble and beautiful around her. That may 
have been all Ibsen's insight into the nature 
of the Victorian woman, but the tide of time 
has washed over her, and we do not know 
ar woman now—excepting as a character of
